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UNCERTAINTY CONCERNING 
PARIS GREEN, 

The paris green situation seems to 
partake of much of the uncertainty 
that characterizes the bug to whose 
voracious appetite the delectable 
poison so successfully appeals. There 
is a mystery and an uncertainty as to 
the price of green for the coming sea- 
son akin to that which clings about 
the habits of the bug himself. No- 
body knows when this pest may be ex- 
pected by the farmer, and nobody 


knows what it will cost this year to do 
him up. After the usual annual an- 


nouncement that owing to dissensions , 


among competitors no combination of 
manufacturers was possible, the mak- 
ers of green got together fortnight 
ago and entered into a selling agree- 
ment, the only missing feature of the 
compact, far public is ad- 
vised, being the price. Up to date no 
price has been named, although orders 
are being booked for delivery later on, 
the only assurance the buyer has be- 
ing that he will get his goods at the 
same price that others have to pay. 
Of course this is an important consid- 
eration, and, as a matter of fact, just 
what that price will be is of very little 
moment to most buyers until the dis-

tributing season opens, a couple of 
months hence or later. 
It is doubtless true that manufac- 


turers of green are warranted, by the 
conditions of the business and its in- 
nate uncertainties, in taking the posi- 
tion they do. Whatever burden these 
uncertainties may impose is borne 
wholly by them. The potato bug comes 
‘like a thief in the night,” and the 
demand for the insecticide may devel- 
op from nothing to enormous propor- 
tions so suddenly that it could only be 
met by a large stock, which the manu- 
facturer is compelled to carry for such 
an emergency. Little of the risk of 
this demand occurring at any time is 
taken by the distributing trade, and it 
has come to be accepted as one of the 
hazards of his business that the manu- 
facturer shall, throughout the season, 
be prepared for a maximum demand 
for the insecticide to meet the ravages 
of both the potato bug and the cotton 
worm. It has even occurred that deal- 
ers, when confronted at the end of a 
season with the fact that they had 
over-estimated their needs and held a 










The advancing tendency in the price 
of cocoanut oil, and more especially the 
Cochin variety, which has been indi- 
cated by our market reports during the 
past few weeks, has become rather 
more marked since our last issue, and 
there is every appearance now of at 
least a temporary rise to higher prices 
than have ruled for many months. The 
general position is one which might be 
regarded as favorable to a permanent 
improvement in values upon this com- 
but the continuance of high 
prices would have to depend largely 
upon the betterment of conditions in all 
materials, the prospects

for which are still uncertain. The im- 
mediate future of values, therefore, is 
what chiefly concerns the trade, and 


this is likely to be influenced directly 
by the offerings and demand for Co- 
chin without reference to kindred 
fats.

there have been 
efforts from time to time to introduce 
this country European cocoanut 
notably those made in England, 
Belgium and the South of France, and 
while these oils for a long time met 
with only moderate sale when the con- 
ditions of the market were especially 
favorable, they have, during the past 
year found more favor. More energetic 
pushing during that period has resulted 
in considerable sales of the two quali- 
ties of oil made by the European fac- 
tories, the better of which has com- 
pared favorably with Cochin, while the 
poorer grade has been taken as a sub- 
stitute for Ceylon. These oils have 
been sold below the cost of the corre- 
sponding qualities of East Indian, and 
have, therefore, been able to displace 
the latter to the extent of their impor- 
tation. Within the last few weeks, 
however, there has been an advance in 
the cost of copra to the European man- 
ufacturer, which has brought the price 
of his product up to a _ point which 
shows no advantage to importers here 
over the East Indian oils. As a conse- 
quence, both Cochin and Ceylon oils 
have been more freely taken here, and 
consumers who had been indifferent to 
the situation under what they sup- 
posed to be limitless supplies have sud- 
denly awakened to the fact that their 
necessities have brought the supply in 
sight down to the famine line, with a 
very notable advance naturally result- 
ing. 

So far as Cochin oil is concerned, the 
supply here is very small, and there is 
nothing afloat or loading from _ that 
port for the United States. This fact is 
less serious now than a similar con- 
dition would have been when imports 
were chiefly by sail, for the reason that 
with direct steam service supplies now 
are not more than six weeks off. The 
deficiency of supplies for that period is, 
therefore, the most important factor in 
determining the course of prices, as itis 
believed that without a material im- 
provement in the demand from the 
soap trade the supplies by the next 
steamer will be sufficient to meet the 
necesities of the trade, and there is also 
a possibility of high prices meantime 
bringing out European supplies. The 
strong position at the moment is aided 
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by the fact that there is a considerable 
short interest, and there is every prob- 
ability that its necessities will be taken 
advantage of to give the market more 
of an upward turn than even the tem- 
porary deficiency in the supply for im- 
mediate consumption would warrant. 

Ceylon oil sympathizes with Cochin 
somewhat closely, although it has been 
locally depressed by arrivals of about 
1,000 tons during the past week, a por- 
tion of which is still pressing for sale. 
As against this there are no cargoes 
afloat from Ceylon, and only the direct 
steamer shipments from that port, as 
well as Cochin, are to be reckoned 
upon, unless, as already stated, the 
prices are raised to a point which will 
bring in European shipments. Reports 
from Ceylon and Cochin speak favor- 
ably of the crop prospects, but with 
continued prosperity in our own West- 
ern country, where the consumption of 
cocoanut oil soaps is greatest, the 
American demand for this oil is likely 
to be largely increased this year at any 
reasonable basis of cost. 

In this conection it is interesting to 
note the distribution of shipments of 
oil from both ports during the past two 
years. The United States appear to be 
consumers of only 20 per cent. of the 
entire exports, but, as a mater of fact, 
a considerable part of the oil going to 
the United Kingdom is reshipped to 
this country. A very remarkable fea- 
ture of the figures, however, is the 
heavy exports to India, especially in 
1897, the cause for which is not readily 
explainable. The figures are as fol- 
lows:

GAMBIER UNSETTLED. 


The gambier market has become quite 
a puzzle, even to those who are in it 
from day to day, and the future appears 
to be rather uncertain, in spite of the 
large prospective supply and the fact 
that consumers are well stocked. The 
market was easy and unsettled when 
the present syndicate took hold early 
in January. They proceeded to pur- 
chase practically everything that was 
offered at steadily advancing prices, 
when the indications pointed to very 
little support from consumers for some 
time. In fact, the latter were so well 
supplied that many were paying differ- 
ences to have their deliveries put off to 
later months. The syndicate professed 
to have information from Singapore of 
such a character as to warrant an up- 
ward movement. The price was stead- 
ily advanced until sales for shipment 
were made at 3 cents for steamer and 
3.07% cents for sail gambier. About two 
weeks ago the market commenced to 
show signs of weakening, and during 
the past week it has declined quite ma- 
terially, steamer shipment having been 
offered at 2% cents, and sail at 2.85 
cents. The syndicate does not appear 
to have lost its grip. It still carries the 
bulk of its holdings, and has been a 
purchaser at the low prices of the past 
week. Thus far it has succeeded in 
causing to be disposed of about 300 tons 
that were in weak hands and in 
strengthening its position this much. 
It has been helped somewhat of late by 
a speculation in London, which is be- 
ing engineered by a syndicate to punish 
a large short interest which is known 
to exist there. 

The future of gambier is uncertain. 
Statistically, the outlook is not favora- 
ble to the continuance of the bull move- 
ment. The supply on spot and in per- 
spective is large, and consumers are 
well supplied. Then, too, it is stated 
that the leather interests will not use 
gambier at or about 3 cents, preferring, 
for purposes of economy, to use the 
chrome process. Nevertheless, it is not 
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safe to predict the course of an article 
that is under speculative influence. The 
syndicate bought largely at 2.90 to 3.05 
cents, hence it must sustain the market, 
and in order to maintain its control it 
may find it necessary to let the market 
take its downward course and keep on 
buying on the decline to make an aver- 
age. In view of the conditions in Lon- 
don, as well as here, it is hardly to be 
expected that Singapore will continue to 
offer freely at low prices. Consumers 
may not be buyers for some time, until 
they have worked off their stocks, hence 
it is highly probable that the market 
may be easy for several months, or 
until some time during the summer, 
when buying for shipment before the 
close of navigation may be relied upon 
to stiffen values. There is always a 
possibility that conditions will change 
on the primary market, and that lots 
be offered too freely to admit of their 
being taken by the syndicate. Further- 
more, London may be a free seller here 
at almost any time, in the absence of 
any speculation there, 





A YEAR’S IMPORTS AND EX- 
PORTS. 


The official report of our foreign trade 
during the year 1897 was given to the 
public last week, fully 2 month later 
than these reports have ordinarily been 
available, but none the less interesting 
by way of showing the variations in 
the extent of the imports and exports 
of the articles enumerated. The im- 
ports of articles in the lines of trade 
represented by the Reporter, taken as a 
whole, show a considerable increase 
over the imports during the year 1896, 
although it cannot be regarded as rep- 
resenting a corresponding increase in 
actual requirements for current con- 
sumption, as imports on many articles 
were stimulated during the early Sum- 
mer by reason of the changes in tariff 
rates which went into effect last July. 
The increase in the total movement, 
however, cannot be regarded otherwise 
than as indicative of an improved con- 
dition of trade, and as the exchange of 
commodities with foreign countries con- 
tinues unchecked we may regard the 
present movement as a healthy growth 
of trade, the result of improved condi- 
tions affecting the welfare of the coun- 
try.

OFFICIAL PUBLIC BOARDS AS 
MANUFACTURERS. 


The Reporter some weeks ago called 
attention to the abuse of their legiti- 
mate functions by Boards of Health 
and other public bodies, which have 
entered the commercial field as sellers 
of antitoxins in competition with 
the private establishments making 
this class of products. Our Wash- 
ington dispatches a week later re- 
corded that the appropriations asked 
for by the Agricultural Depart- 
ment to enable it to distribute unlim- 
ited supplies of hog-cholera serum, had 
been refused by Congress. Another es- 
toppel upon this form of public profli- 
gacy is pending in Senator Brush’s bill, 
now before the Assembly of this State. 
It is the purpose of this measure to 
restrict the production of sereums and 
vaccine virus by Boards of Health 
within the State, to the amounts re- 
quired for their own uses. This per- 
mits of the continuance of the bacteri- 
ological departments, which are rather 
costly features of the public service, 
and have no reason for existence ex- 
cept to maintain proper surveillance 
over the integrity of this class of pro- 
ducts, a work which they should be 
eminently qualified to perform. They 
could, however, be more economically 
maintained for the latter purpose sole- 
ly, than for the manufacturing pursuit 
Qpon which they have been engaged for 
the past three years or more. It is stat- 
ed that the appropriations for this pur- 
pose expended by the New York Board, 
represent a cost of $6.40 per vial for 
every vial of antitoxin produced, al- 
though the Board has been furnishing 
thé serum to the local drug trade at 
90 cents a vial, and has supplied the 
Chicago Board of Health at 50 cents. 
‘From this it will be seen that in its 
commercial calculations the Board is 
in no way hampered by the considera- 
tions which affect private manufactur- 
ing concerns—namely, the cost of the 
article. The city treasury makes good 
a little deficit of about 90 per cent of 
the cost, and the selling price is fixed 
at whatever figure the philanthropic 
notions of the members of the Board 
may suggest. It is noteworthy that 
while these prices are usually somewhat 
below those at which private manufac- 
turers have furnished the goods, the 
latter have never approached the fig- 
ures which the serum is shown to have 
cost the Board, and it is therefore ob- 
vious that the cost of production in 
the private establishment has been 
very much less than in the public lab- 
ratory. This is of necessity the case, 
and if the bill now pending were more 
sweeping in its provisions and put a 
stop to manufacturing by the public 
departments, the supply of serums for 
public use could be obtained at very 
much less cost to the city or State than 
the people are subjected to by the pres- 
ent method. As we have before stated 
in these columns these preparations be- 
long to a class which may well be the 
subject of official scrutiny that their 
integrity may be assured to the public 
when there is any deficiency in the 
Suarauty afforded by the reputation 
‘of the manufacturers, but beyond 
that public interference in the business 
is no more justifiable than it would be 
in the manufacture of fluid extracts or 
chemicals. 

At the present time neither the State 
Board of Health nor any other local 
board feels justified in submitting sam- 
ples of serums to the New York 
Board for its examination, although it 
is better qualified than any other body 
in the United States for such work. 
But having put itself into competition 
with other manufacturers in the com- 
mercial field, it would be obviously un- 
fair to submit to it samples of compet- 
ing products concerning which it might 
entertain a biased judgment. For that 
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reason the people are deprived of a val- 
uable service which the Board might 
render were it not hampered by its in- 
terests in an enterprise which is of no 
public service commensurate with its 
cost. The drug trade in all its branches 
has interests which such legislation as 
is contemplated in Senator Brush's bill

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THE STANLEY FISH RENDERING 
PATENTS. 


The prospectus of the American Fish- 
eries Company and other references to 
the company’s purposes have shown the 
“Stanley patents” to constitute one 
its most important The Re- 
porter has, therefore, taken occasion to 

a copy of the United States 
which is No. 581,045, issued April 
20, 1897, upon the application of John 
Charles William Stanley of London, 
England, assignor to the Fish Utiliza- 
tion Syndicate of the same place, and 
which fully describes the process and 
the mechanism it involves. Shorn of 
its legal verbiage, and its references to 
the drawings accompanying it, the 
process seems to be a simple mechan- 
ical one. The invencion relates to the 
treatment of fish, fish offal, or other 
animal matter or similar refuse, for the 
purpose of producing oil and prepar- 
ing the rest of the materials for ma- 
nure, or for other purposes. When ap- 
plied to the treatment of fish, the fish is 
first cooked in boiling water in a long, 
comparatively shallow, semi-cylindrical 
tank, the portion of which 
fitted with a conveyor, while 
near the top plate or 
grating above which the fish or other 
solid matter cannot pass, but through 
which the water and oil rise. The ma- 
terial is fed in through a 
one end and is discharged at the other 
end, being carried forward by the worm 
conveyor, which, in its operation, also 
reduces the material into a finally di- 
vided state, thus enabling the action of 
the water upon all parts of the ma- 
terial to freely liberate the oil. The 
oil rises to the surface of the in 
the cooking and 
through a pipe in the end, into a 
tling tank. From the bottom of 
tank whatever water has come over 
with the oil is pumped back the 
cooking vessel, entering at the opposite 
end from the outlet through which the 
oil flows, and at a point near the sur- 
face of the level at which the water in 
the boiler is constantly kept, thus cre- 
ating a current which carries the oil 
constantly forward toward the outlet. 

The from which the oil has 
been liberated is carried forward to an 
outlet in the bottom of the cylinder by 
the worm conveyor and falls into an 
upright elevator casing having elevator 
buckets running upon an endless chain 
which carry the material up and over, 
dumping it into a receptacle suitable 
for removing for further treatment. 

The liquid matter carried up by 
elevator buckets drains through 
and returns to the liquor in the cooking 
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apparatus. 
This seems to cover about all there is 
to the patent, the removal of the oil 
from the settling tanks and the further 
of the fish scrap for use as 
guano being no part of the patented 
processes. As will be observed, the 
chief feature of the invention appears to 
be that it affords a continuous process 
in which the element of labor has been 
reduced to its lowest proportions. When 
the supply of fish is practically unin- 
terrupted the continuity of the process 
would doubtless be of advantage, but 
with supplies’ intermittent they 
usually are in a fishing season, It may 
be a@ question whether the gain will 
prove as great as has been predicted. 
The saving of labor will, of course, 
prove an item worthy of consideration 
and worth providing for by an invest- 
ment in devices of this sort. To the per- 
son inexperienced in the menhaden In- 
dustry it may appear that the invest- 
ment in the Stanley patents, no less 
than the estimate placed upon their 
ability to increase the revenues of the 
company, is rather extravagant. But 
it must be borne in mind that the 
process has been tested by practical 
men here, and that they have been fully 
satisfied as to its value. Such being the

case, thelr ability to demonstrate the 


soundness of their judgment to the sat- 
isfaction of present or future holders of 
the company’s shares should not be 
called into question, pending an oppor- 
tunity for a thorough test of the process 
on a commercial scale.

After 
some time the mixture is heated to 
135-145 degrees C., and a mixture of 550 
parts concentrated sulphuric acid, 400 
parts of Glauber’s salt, and 1,000 parts 
of water added. When the temperature 


falls to 135 degrees C., the decomposi- 


tion product of the diazo solution be- 
gins to pass over with the steam. The 
guaiacol is extracted from the distillate 
by means of ether, from which it is 
freed.

OBITUARY. 


Leonard R. Welles. 


Mr. Leonard R. Welles, head of the 
oil firm of Welles & Welles, died on the 
16th, at a sanitarium at Plainfield, N. 
J., from the effect of injuries self-in- 
flicted during a fit of insanity. As pre- 
viously stated in the Reporter, Mr. 
Welles had been in ill health since Jan. 
1, but his friends entertained strong 
hopes that rest and treatment at the 
sanitarium would result in his early re- 
covery. 

Mr. Welles was 64 years old. He was 
born in Westersfield, Conn., of colonial 
stock, and was educated by his uncle, 
Amos Pillsbury, the famous Massachu- 
setts prison warden. With this train- 
ing he served as warden of the State 
prisons in Wethersfield and Joliet, IL, 
and of the Dannemora and Auburn 
prisons in this State. He also served 
for eight years as deputy and superin- 
tendent of the emigrant depot on 
Ward's Island. In 1894 he took office as 
Commissioner of Police for the city of 
Brooklyn, under Mayor Schieren, and 
was reappointed to the position by 
Mayor Wurster. He retired from the 
position when the consolidation of the 
cities took effect on Jan. 1, but was a 
candidate for appointment on the 
Board of Commissioners for the greater 
city. Failure to secure this greatly dis- 
appointed hopes which had been raised 
by the promises of his political friends,

present year by four or five vessels, 
mostly of small tonnage. 

The right whale business cannot be 
said to be so remunerative as in former 
years, the average catch of both oil 
and whalebone not being so large, and 
lower average prices prevailing. ‘The 
continued high price for whalebone, 
however, is the incentive to follow this 
kind of whaling in the northern seas, 
and while not much money can have 
been made, very recently at least, the 
vessels are sent up again with strong 
hopes that the conditions will be such 
as will enable the masters to obtain 
good catches, 

The right whale season was a disas- 
trous one, one steamer, the Navarch, 
being totally lost; three steamers, the 
Belvedere, Orca, Jessie H. Freeman, 
and schooner Rosario being frozen in 
the ice near Point Barrow, and two 
and bark Wanderer, were last seen in 
the neighborhood of Return Reef, and 
supposed to be frozen in there. The 
remainder of the fleet, consisting of five 
steamers and three barks, returned to 
San Francisco. The whaling at or 
near Herschell Island was a failure, 
the catch of bowheads being taken 
principally at the westward, near Her- 
ald Island, in September. The number 
of bowheads taken was 58, against 102 
in 1896. Six vessels cruised in the Japan 
and Ochotsk seas and took 26 right 
whales, against 22 in 1896. Bark Cape 
Horn Pigeon of this port was totally 
lost in Japan Sea with 800 barrels of 
sperm oil and 100 barrels of whale oil, 
the whalebone, 1,800 pounds, being 
saved. 

The bark Platina was the only vessel 
that wintered in Hudson Bay. She re- 
turned with but 60 barrels oil and 1,100 
pounds of whalebone. 

The barks A. R. Tucker and Canton 
cruised on Greenland grounds for two 
months and saw but few whales. 

There are five steamers wintering at 
Herschell Island, the Mary D. Hume 
since 1893, Grampus_ since 1895, and 
Belaena, Beluga and Narwhal since 
1897. 

Sperm oil opened the year at the 
nominal price of 42% cents, with no de- 
mand, and no sales were made until in 
March, when the price opened at 45 
cents, 2,500 barrels being sold. The 
market ruled steady until August, when 
the price for fresh imports declined to 
42 and 43 cents, but in September it 
advanced again to 46 cents, and in Oc- 
tober and November 47 and 48 cents 
were the ruling prices, and in December 
the market was firm at 60 cents, at

The outlook for the continuance of the 
whale fishery on a profitable basis does 
Although the price of 
sperm oil has improved the past year, 
it has not reached figures that give the 
few still engaged in the business much 
haye that their vessels will make satis- 
returns unless extraordinary 
catches are secured. While the number 
of vessels engaged in catching sperm oil 
does not vary much from that of the 
previous year, the catch has been ma- 
terially reduced, the import being about

which a sale was reported for export 
near the close of the year. 

The purchases of sperm oil by refiners 
during the year was not so large as in 
the previous year, the aggregate being 
about 11,000 barrels. This was owing 
to the large stocks carried over the first 
of the year. At the close of the year 
sales were made of 770 barrels for ex- 
port, a larger quantity than for a long 
period. 

Whale Oil.—Owing to the very small 
quantity imported here during the year 
the sales were consequently very limit- 
ed, aggregating 170 barrels, mostly 
South Sea and Hudson’s Bay, at 36 to 
38 cents per gallon. 

The northern oil landed in San Fran- 
cisco was principally sold there for con- 
sumption at from 30 to 32 cents per gal- 
lon. 

Whalebone.—The year opened at $4 
per pound for Arctic, but soon after 
sales were made at $3.75, and continued 
steady at this price through February 
and March. Sales were so privately 
made during the following three months 
we have no quotaions, but the market 
was weak, and in July the price fell to 
$3 for Arctic, with quite large sales of 
new bone. This price ruled until Oc- 
tober, when, upon the receipt of the dis- 
astrous news from the northern fleet, it 
advanced to $3.75 and $4, but few sales 
were made. These prices were not long 
sustained, and near the close of the year 
$3.50 was the best offer obtainable. 


Refined spermaceti sold in January at 
31% cents, declined to 30 cents in April 
and 29 cents in May, remaining steady 
until August, when the price fell to 28 
cents, but soon advanced again to 29 
cents, continuing steady until Novem- 
ber, when 29% cents was paid. The mar- 
ket was very dull for some little time, 
and in December the price again fell 
back to 28 cents,» at which the year 
closed.—Whalemen’s Shipping List.

Fish Oil and Guano in England, 


The Fish, Oil and Guano Syndicate, 
limited, of London, held a special gen- 
eral meeting on the 7th, inst. It was 
presided over by Lord Lurgon, whose 
name appears among the incorporators 
of the American Fisheries Company, 
and whose reference to that company is 
interesting. We clip the following re- 
port from the Chemica) Trade Journal: 

The chairman, referring to the rumors 
to the effect that the American Fisher- 
les Company’s shares had not been 
subscribed for, said that not only had 
they been over-subscribed, but he 
thought that when those present heard 
his remarks they would hold a different 
opinion on the American Fisheries Com- 
pany, and of the people who had cir- 
culated the report regarding it. An- 
other rumor that was started was that 
their volenite was worthless; that 
report was also without foundation, 

The American Fisheries Company had 
been formed with a capital of $10,000,- 
000, equivalent to £2,000,000, divided into 
400,000 seven per cent, cumlative prefer- 
ence shares and 1,600,000 ordinary 
shares, The objects of the company 
were the purchase and amalgamation of 
a number of paying factories engaged 
on the Atlantic coasts in connection 
with the huge fish oil and guano busi- 
ness carried on there for years past, 
and the introduction into these busi- 
nesses of the Stanley process. 

Before the American Fisheries Com- 
pany was formed, a model of their 
plant was prepared and sent out to 
America in charge of Mr. Stanley. It 
was erected in one of the principal fish 
guano factories near New York. People 
interested in the American fishing busi- 
ness at once grasped the value of the 
invention, and it was admitted that it 
was far superior to anything they had 
over there. Before binding themselves 
to any way in the matter, they sent 
a representative to England who saw 
the full-sized plant at work near Yar- 
mouth, The American expert, Captain 
Church, the head of the Manhaden Fish 
Association, was thoroughly satisfied 
with what he saw in England, he re- 
turned to America as quickly as possi- 
ble, where he made his report, and 
called a meeting of the biggest people 
connected with the fishing industry. 
Upon hearing his report, they at once 
decided to amalgamate together, and 
the American Fisheriés Company was 
formed, and it was arranged that every- 
thing should be in readiness for the 
fishing season commencing May next. 
The properties acquired comprised 17 
large factories, together with their 
fleets, plants, and everything connected 
with their business. Within the last 
few days they had been approached 
with reference to working their patents 
in Columbia and on the Pacific coast, 
and the matters were now under con- 
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sideration. The amount received for the 

American company was £600,000, pay- 
able partly in shares and partly in cash. 
The larger proportion was to be in 
shares, Five per cent. of the £600,000 
had been allotted in payment of inci- 
dental expetises; that would leave 
£570,000 due to their company. Out of 
that £40,000 oda had been realized as 
eash, and £530,000 had been issued in 
the ordinary shares to the Fish Oil Syn- 
dicate. In August last he told them 
that he was not in favor of an extrava- 
gant dividend; he was still of the opin- 
ion, but under all existing circum- 
stances they had come to the conclusion 
that they would pay what many people 
would regard as an extravagant divi- 
dend, viz., 100 per cent. 

Referring to the report, the Chemical 
Trafle Journal has the following edi- 
torial criticisms to make upon those 
who have spoken disparagingly of the 
American Fisheries Company, and upon 
the scheme as it has thus far been out- 
lined: 

Since the American Fisheries Company 
has come to the front, there have been a 
great many rumors about to the effect 
that the whole affair was “‘fishy.”’ The 
company is practically the American de- 
velopment of the Stanley fish-oil and 
guano process. The report of the parent 
company, which held a special meeting of 
shareholders this week, is recorded else- 
where in this issue, and it truly throws a 
very different light on the matter to the 
lurid flare that certain sensational organs 
have tried to raise by their vaporings. We 
have no cause to consider the American 
Fisheries Company more favorably than 
the rest of the world. Its flotation has 
nothing to do with fhe merits or demerits 
of the Stanley process itself -(on which 
we have already passed an opinion), and, 
judged apart from this, we really see no 
cause for hysterics. We have no desire 
to speak one way or the other about the 
probable future of the company, but it 
seems a very simple matter. If the gen- 
eral opinion of those gentlemen who pose 
as our financial Achates is that it is not 
a good thing for British investors, they 
can quietly give it the go-by. No doubt 
the influential American board can get 
what capital they want at home, if the 
Britisher does not feel disposed to con- 
tribute. 

As a matter of fact it has been sub- 
scribed. How far the subscribers’ will 
benefit by their speculation, it is impos- 
sible to say at present. Judging by the 
financial mentors, they have thrown 
money away. It is not easy to under- 
stand, at first sight, why there should 
have been such a howling about a ven- 
ture that at least compares favorably in 
the matter of prospects with the ma- 
jority of ventures. The adoption of this 
attitude would seem to indicate an un- 
dercurrent of disappointment among 
those who have decried the loudest. We 
are inclined to think that their hostility 
will have done much more good to the 
company than they might have done 
harm by the damaging influence of a 
faint-praise policy. However, the com- 
pany has yet to make or mar its for- 
tune, and time alone can prove whether 
the directorate and the business acquired 
are as sound as they appear to be at 
present. If the wiseacres of Throgmorton 
street are justified of their forecast, we 
shall not fail to seek for the cause of the 
downfall and learn the lesson it teaches, 
though it may necessitate eating the 
bread of humility.

Tre improvement in trade in paints 
and colors, which had begun to mani- 
fest itself, seems to have made no prog- 
ress during the past week. Some are 
disposed to attribute it to the war 
scare, but that view is not shared by 
many. It is difficult to account for the 
continued apathy of buyers in view of 
the fine weather that has_ prevailed 
during most of this month so far. Gen- 
erally the tone of the market is steady, 
and with the exception of the advance 
of three cents in the price of quick- 
silver vermilion we have heard of no 
important price changes since our last. 
The easier feeling in pig lead has been 
without influence on market values of 
the various lead products. 


White Lead, 


WHITE LEAD.—Trade_ the 
week has been dull. This arises more 
from the fact that the week has been 
broken by a holiday, together with the 
storm that prevailed not only in this 
section, but throughout the West. Un- 
til the country becomes more settled 
not much improvement may be looked 
for in the way of orders for prompt 
shipment. There is every indication 
that the spring trade will be unusually 
good this spring, notwithstanding the 
“war seare,’’ which so far seems to be 
on paper. Grinders are all busy with 
their spring orders, and'in consequence 
of this demand are not only taking up 
their regular contract deliveries of dry 
lead, but in many cases have increased 
them. Sales of several cars of dry are 
reported at 444c. usual terms. There is 
no change in the situation as regards 
the leading foreign makes, demand for

Alizarine Lakes. 


The alizarine dyes are now fairly nu- 
merous, and they are continually being 
added to by the addition of new mem- 
bers and brands. There are the various 
brands of alizarine which produce with 
alumnia fine reds of varyitig tint, or 
with chrome dark reds, alizarine blues 
and alizarine cyanines, which give blues 
with chrome or violet shades with 
alumina; alizarine orange, which pro- 
duces bright orange shades with 
alumina; alizarine or anthracene brown 
giving brown shades with chrome; 
alizarine yellows GG and R giving yel- 
lows with both chrome and alumina; 
alizarine green and acid alizarine green 
giving green shades; with a few others. 
These can be converted Into useful pig- 
ment colors or lakes for use in painting 
and decorating of all kinds, which have 
the great merit of being permanent. As 
these dyes are acid in character, they 
are only con'verted into lakes by being 
combined with metallic oxides, like 
those of alumina and chrome, and it is 
only with such that lakes can be made 
in which they differ from the azodyes, 
many of which only require precipita- 
tion with a salt like barium chloride to 
form the lake. 

The best method of making the alizar- 
ine colors or dyes into lakes is to pre- 
pare an alkaline solution of the coloring 
matter. It may be mentioned, in pass- 
ing, that most of these are sold in the 
form of a watery paste, containing 20 
per cent. of actual dyestuff. A quantity 
















in the lake bases like barytes, barium 
sulphate, gypsum, cheaper lakes can be 
made which, while not so strong in 
coloring power, have rather more body, 
and, thérefore, may be used as body 
colors if necessary. 

Having said so much on the subject 
from a general point of view, we may 
now proceed to give some detailed in- 
structions for producing several lakes, 
and these details may be followed In 
preparing others, for it is practically 
impossible to give full details for all the 
colors it is possible to produce from 
these dyes. 

Red Lake.—Take 7 pounds alizarine 
and mix with 7 gallons water; then add 
15 pounds phosphate of soda dissolved 
in 25 gallons water, 4 pounds soda dils- 
solved in 4 gallons water, and 4 pounds 
Turkey red oil, 50 per cent. dissolved in 
4 gallons water. Heat this mixture to 
the boil, then add a hot liquor contain- 
-[83 0G U] PeAl[OSs]p WNn[e Spunod ¢z Zur 
lons of water and % pound lime pre- 
viously mixed with 1% gallons water. 
Boil the whole for one to one and a 
half hours, then filter, wash well, and 
finish as usual. In making this lake, to 
obtain the best results, it is important 
that the alum should be free from iron. 

By substituting chrome alum for ordi- 
nary alum much darker lakes can be 
made. 

This recipe gives a pure lake of a fine 
color, but which is naturally expensive. 
A cheaper lake is made by adding to 
the alum liquor 20 Ibs. barium chloride, 
before adding it to the alizarine solu- 
tion. This causes the production of 
barium sulphate, whereby, while the 
depth of color of the finished lake is 
much reduced, its body is somewhat in- 
creased, while its cost is reduced. 

By making use of the different 
brands of alizarine, red lakes of slight- 
ly varying tints can be made. The lake 
maker should make some experiments 
on this point. 





Alizarine Orange Lake.—A fine lake 
may be made from alizarine orange by 
the formulae given above for the red, 
simply substituting the orange dye for 
the alizarine, and with alum as the 
base. By using chrome alum a dark red 
orange will be obtained. 

Yellow Lakes.—There 


are several 


alizarine yellows, distinguished by the | 


brands G, 3 G, GG, R. These are sold 
both in the form of pastes and of pow- 
der, the latter being about four times 
the strength of the former, it is the 
form which is to be preferred, as it 
keeps better and is more convenient to 
use, Used with alum the G and GG 
brands give good yellow lakes, resem- 
bling a medium chrome in tint; the 
3 G gives a greenish-yellow lake, while 
the R yellow yields a deep gold-yellow 
lake. Used with chrome alum, then, the 
R yellow gives a reddish orange lake, 
the G and GG yellows olive shades, and 
the 3 G a somewhat 
Similar formula may be used as with 
the reds. Using the powder forms of 
these dyes, then, we can make lakes by 
taking 21 lbs. dyestuff, mixing to 7 gal- 
lons water, then add a solution of 15 
lbs. phosphate of soda and 4 lbs. soda 
dissolved in 30 gallons water. Heat this 
to the boil. Then add a hot liquor made 
from 50 gallons water, 25 lbs. alum or 
chrome alum, and ¥% Ib. quicklime. Yel- 
low lakes made in this way have good 
staining powers. Cheaper lakes are 
made by adding 20 lbs. barium chlor- 
ide to the alum liquor before adding it 
to the dyestuff liquor. 

Blue Lakes.—Following on the lines 
laid down, a variety of blue lakes may 
be made from the wide range of aliza- 
rine blues which are made, but the best 
results will be attained by using the 
acid alizarine blue and the alizarine 
ecyanines with a chrome alum base. For 
instance, a fine blue lake can be got 
from 2 lbs. acid alizarine blue, 10 lbs. 
phosphate of soda, 10 Ibs, soda, 25 lbs. 
chrome alum, and 20 lbs, barium chlo- 
ride, used in the manner described 
above. Omitting the barium chloride 
leads to a deep blue lake being formed. 

A good lake is got from 7 Ibs. alizar- | 
ine cyanine G, 10 lbs. phosphate ofsoda, 
10 lbs. soda, 25 lbs. chrome alum, and | 
101 Ibs. barium chloride. There are va- 
rious brands of the alizarine cyanines, | 


and all may be used, and give lakes |} 
verying somewhat in tone. 
Alizarine blues S and S R may be 


used in a similar manner, giving lakes 
of good blue color and fair staining 
power. These dyes are now made in 
the powder form, and such should be 
used. 

Green Lakes.—Acid alizarine green G 
or alizarine cyanine green E are the 
best of the alizarine greens to use, as 
they are sold in powder form and, at 
the same time, are the brightest. Good

Brown lakes can be got from alizar- 
ine brown or from anthracene brown, 
using chrome alum to obtain the deep- 


est shades, alum giving, with these 
dyes, lakes of a lighter and redder 
tone. 

The lake maker, by using a larger 


proportion of dyestuff than that given 
in the recipes above, can produce lakes 
of darker shades, and inversely, if less 
be used, paler tints can be got. By 
mixing two of the dyes together other 
shades or tints can be got, thus by 
using a mixture of acid alizarine green 
G and alizarine yellow GG in equal 
proportions a fine yellowish-green lake 
can be produced; or by using a mixture 
of acid alizarine blue BB with. alizar- 
ine red one may get a good violet lake. 
It must be obvious to experienced lake 


| makers that, working on these lines, a 


great variety of lakes can bemadefrom 
the dyestuffs that have been named.—

About Driers. 


Driers play an important part in the 
use of pigments, and everybody knows 
that they are absolutely indispensable 
in all work where zine white replaces 
white lead. They may be divided into 
two great classes: 

1. Solid driers. 

2. Liquid driers. 

To these must be added a description 
of coloured varnishes known as parquet 
driers, but this name is so improperly 
given that we will describe them with- 
out classifying them as true driers. 


Solid Driers—To avaid the _ seri- 
ous inconvenience resulting from the 


small drying power of zine white, Le- 
claire and Barruel, who introduced it 
to the pigment industry, first of all had 
the idea of using it in linseed oll boiled 
with manganese, and then adding cer- 


tain solid siccatives which they de- 
scribed. These products are salts of 
manganese and of zinc, and are sold 


under an infinite number of brands— 
“Zumatric” driers and “Vieille Mon- 
tagne’”’ driers, for instance, It is neces- 
sary to add to the salts an inert body 
o diminish its siccative action, which 
would otherwise be too energetic. The 
formula given for the Vielle Montagne 


driers is as follows: 


Sulphate of manganese........ 6.66 
Acetate of manganese ........ 6.66 
Sulphate of ZINC......cccccccece 6.68 
Zine white “canna 
The zinc and manganese salts are all 
used in a dry state, and it may be 


worth noting that a better product is 
got by replacing the acetate of man- 
by borate of manganese. It 
may be added also that the solid driers 
so much used by painters have a com- 
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Improved Powdering Mill witb Breaker at- 
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position very different from that which 
we have given above. The trade expect 
their driers at such a low price that a 
number of products have been put on 
the market which it 1s ridiculous to call 
driers at all, 

In the first place, all driers in pow- 
der met with in commerce contain, in- 
stead of zinc white, sulphate of lime, 
which, as everybody knows, can be 
tained at a very low price. Sometimes 
only a part, more or less large, of the 
zine white is replaced by mineral white 
We have had in our hands driers con- 
taining hardly 4 per cent. of sulphate 
of manganese as active maiter, the re- 
mainder being all mineral white. More- 
over, the sulphate of manganese is not 
the best salt to use, for it is well known 


ob- 


that the borate of the same metal has 
much more pronounced siccative quali- 
ties, 


To put driers on the market at a rea- 
sonable price it is necessary to replace 
a large part of the zine white in the 
above formula by sulphate of lime, and 
to do this the proportions of the active 
bodies must be increased. A powdered 
drier known as ‘‘Astral’”’ drier has been 
composed on this principle, and It shows 
on anaylsis 24 per cent. of active 
bodies, thus insuring rapid drying when 
incorporated with pigments which must 
be dried quickly. It may (therefore be 
affirmed that the use of driers In pow- 
der is to be recommended if care is 
taken to choose a good product, 
that the very general condemnation of 
these products is not just as regards the 
best of them. 

Liquid Driers—-The liquid driers 
are sometimes classed as varnishes, but 
they are very clearly distinguished 
from these, inasmuch they do not 
eontain resin. They are boiled oils to 
which essence of turpentine has 
added. Everybody knows thai the 
eative oils—and in particular linseed 
oil—eontain glycerides, in the case of 
linseed oil the glyceride being a combi- 
nation of linolelec acid and _ glycerine, 
and everybody knows also that the 
linolein is transformed under the influ- 
ence of the oxygen of the air into a 
solid product, linoxin, and that _ this 
transformation Is facilitated by an ele- 
vation of temperature and by the pres- 
ence of salts of lead or manganese. 

All these considerations are put to 
profit in the manufacture of liquid 
driers. The oxidizing bodies used in 
boiling oil are numerous. The nature 
and proportion of each of them varies 
with the manufacturer, Litharge, red 
lead, acetate of lead, binoxide of man- 
ganese, and umber are used, the last 
body acting by virtue of the oxide of 
manganese that it contains. We may 
note in passing that the boiling of oils 
for leather varnish is also done with 
umber and Prussian blue, and the pre- 
ponderating part that the Prussian blue 
plays in the operation has never been 
properly explained in face of the fact 
that a notable part of the color used is 
found unchanged as a deposit In the 
kettle, 

In preparing the liquid driers linseed 
oll is boiled with the mixture of oxidiz- 
ing bodies adopted. The color of the oil 
changes from a light red to brown and 
its consistency increases. When on trial 
a small portion solidifies completely in 
about a minute, the boiling is stopped, 
the oil is allowed to cool a little, and es- 
sence of turpentine is added with con- 
stant stirring. The success of the oper- 
ation depends entirely on the skill with 
which the boiling is conducted. As an 
example of the formula the following 
is given by Andres:

Liquid drier obtained after this for- 
mula or analogous recipes is a very dark 
colored product which cannot be used 
for light shades, and this Is the reason 
that the consumption of driers in pow- 
der has undergone a considerable de- 
velopment. The attempt has been made 
to manufacture a colorless liquid drier 
either by operating without heat under 
particular conditions or by replacing 
the salts or oxides of lead by borate of 
manganese and zinc white. From a 
commercial point of view the attempts 
have not been successful so far. 

It is well known that the English var- 
nishes are much in favor in France. 
We need not give here the more or less 
correct reasons which have been put 
forward to explain this fact, but it is 
absolutely certain that there is no un- 
derstanding why this same preference 
is given to English liquid driers. The 
manufacture of them is simple, and 
has no resemblance to the processes 
employed in the preparation of oil var- 
nishes, and it is absolutely certain that 
many French makers obtain irre- 
proachable liquid driers. We may note 
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here the appearance on the French 
market recently of German products in- 
tended to give varnishes or driers by 
simple solution in essence of turpentine. 
These “extracts of driers’ certainly al- 
low liquid driers to be made in an easy 


way, but the absence of oil gives the 
product a doubtful quality. These ex- 
tracts put makers or dealers without 
the necessary plant for ordinary manu- 
facture in possession of an easy method 
| of making driers, but the sale of these 
products, in our idea, will not lead to 


the French marks being appreciated. 
Parquet Driers—Under the des- 
ignation of parquet driers (siccatifs a 
parquet) spirit varnishes mixed with a 
mineral coloring matter are put on the 
markel, and are intended to be used 
for floors or parqueting. When they are 
applied, a brilliant coloring coat with a 
fair amount of permanence remains on 
the wood by the evaporation of the 
vent. To avoid repetitions we will con- 
tent ourselves with describing the man- 
ufacture of a drier made with essence 
of turpentine. First of all a cheap var- 
nish is obtained, It must be very cheap, 
and the price hardly allows anything 
but ecolophane to be used. Neverthe- 
less as these rosin varnishes are 
brittle and always give a slightly sticky 
coat after drying, the fault is correct- 
ed by adding a more elastic resin. Da- 
mar resin, which is very soluble in es- 
sense of turpenline and harder and 
more supple than colophane, may be

The varnish is we eighed and the neces- 
sary quantity of color is added. It is 
then stirred up with a stick, and passed 
through a sieve, using a brush. With 
colors in al almost impalpable powder 
a good product is at once obtained. It 
must be noted that an exact proportion 
between the quantily of varnish and of 
used must be observed. When 
there is too much varnish the product, 
although it is very brilliant, does not 
cover, and on the other hand too much 
color spoils its brillianecy. 

Parquet driers made with spirit var- 
nish dry rapidly, but they are not so 
permanent as the driers obtained with 
essence varnish. Spirit driers have been 
very much in demand, but because of 
what we have just said on the one hand 
and also because of the danger of fire 
on the other, the favor of the public 
seems to have turned towards essence 
driers. Although this manufacture is 
simple the manufacturers, by varying 
their formulae, obtain products of vari- 
ous qualities. Sometimes essence driers 
are found which will never dry com- 
pletely. This is a serious fault, but it 
must not be lost sight of that these 
products are sold at an, extremely cheap 
rate and that it is unreasonable to ex- 
pect in them all possible good quali- 
ties—that Is to say, rapid drying, per- 
manence and brilliancy.—Revue de Chi- 
mie Industrielle. 
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Graphite as a Lubricant. 


The use of graphite as a lubricant is 
now recommended even by the organ of 
the Prussian Steam Boiler Inspection 
Society. An important condition, how- 
ever, is that the graphite must not only 
be free from all hard foreign bodies, 
such as quartz, but also be in the shape 
of flakes, which cling to the rough sur- 
face of the metal and fill up all irregu- 
larities left in the manufacturing. Such 
graphite if used alone is, according to 
recent experiments, three times an ef- 
ficacious as the best mineral sperm oil, 
and in the case of simultaneous em- 
ployment of a like quantity of lubricat- 
ing oil, six times as effective. Accord- 
ing to the “Hannov Gewerbblatt” Prof, 
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which is the product of a doubtless 
very expensive chemical treatment, 
graphite is at present only placed upon 
the market from two places, viz., from 
Ceylon and from Ticonderoga, in the 
State of New York. 


Kingsburg is said to have found that 
while heavy mineral oils showed a co- 
efficient of friction of 0.14, the same vol- 
umes of oil with graphite had one of 
only 0.07.

LINSEED OIL.—There has been no 
change in the situation since our last. 
Some State oil is offering at 40c. and a 
little Western can be picked up in car 
lots in competition with this price, 
with a possibility that it might 
shaded on a firm offer for a round lot. 
The seed market has eased off about 
2c., in sympathy with a general soft- 
ening of the cereals due to the hazi- 
ness of the Cuban outlook, but this has 
had no effect upon oil, whatever lack 
of firmness there is in this commodity 
being due to the lack of demand and 
increasing anxiety to sell on the part 
of some of the crushers. City crushers 
continue to quote 48@44c., and report 
deliveries rather more liberal during 
the past week. 

COTTONSEED, CRUDE.—As _inti- 
mated at the close of our last, West- 
ern packers have been free buyers of 
both Texas and Valley crude at prices

freight rate. There has also been a 
fair quantity of crude taken along the 
Atlantic at 16%c., and further business 
could be done at this figure, but the 
mills are generally well sold up and 
those who have any stock on hand 
have raised their prices and are declin- | 
ing further business under 17c.

Meeting of Society of Chemical 
Industry. 

The meeting of the Society of Chem- 
ical Industry was held at the College 
of Pharmacy on Friday evening at 8.15, 
preceded by the usual dinner of the 
Chemical Industry Club, which was en- 
livened by a warlike conversation con- 
ducted by the smokeless powder man- 
ufacturing members of the section. The 
meeting was called to order by the vice- 
chairman, Mr. T. J. Parker, who 
formed the members that Prof. Chan- 
dler was obliged to leave after the in- 
formal dinner to attend some important 
meeting. After the reading of the min- 
utes the chairman asked Mr. Von 
Moszezensky to read his paper on “The 
Determination of Tartaric Acid.” Un- 
fortunately Mr. Moszezensky suffered 
from a cold, so Dr. Schweitzer read it. 
It described a very accurate and sim- 
ple method devised by the author for 
ascertaining the quantity of tartaric 
acid in argols, lees, etc. Then Mr, Mar- 
tin L. Griffin of Mechanicsville, N. Y., 
the well-known expert in paper manu-

stock,read his most interesting paper on 
“The Solution of the Sulfite Digester.” 
The paper contained a mass of infor- 
mation, and commanded the attention 
of the audience until the last minute. 
The author gave a hostory of the sulfite 


digester up to the present time, de- 
scribed the difficulties which were ex- 
perienced in constructing the appa- 


ratus, and gave details on the efficiency 
and practicability of the various sys- 
tems. Mr. E. C. Uhlig, chemist of 
Whitall, Tatum & Co., then read his 
paper on “‘American-Made Chemical 
Glassware.” He reported on the analy- 
sis of different brands of Bohemian and 
Jena resisting glass. The results of 
these analyses were very interesting. 
They led to the determination of the 
correct mixtures for making the Amer- 
ican chemical glass. Imported glass 
operatives introduced the knowledge of 
the mechanical process,which was soon 
improved upon by Yankee genius, and 
to-day the American chemical glass- 
ware, perhaps, surpasses the European 
in durability and stability. A fine ex- 
hibition of the different apparatus was 
on the lecture table.

Notes on Essential Oils. 


Gildemeister and Stephan contribute 
further information respecting essen- 
tial oils. Mandarin oil was first inves- 
tigated by De Luca in 1857, who ob- 
tained it by pressure from Citrus Mad- 
urensis Loureiro. It gave a dextro-ro- 
tating distillate at 178°, consisting of 
a terpene, which yielded a crystalline 
dihydrochloride. The’ boiling point 
and the rotatory power, together with 
the formation of a crystalline dihydro- 
chloride, led Gildemeister and Stephan 
to conjecture that the terpene of man- 
darin oil was dextro-limonene, which 
view was confirmed by further investi- 
gation. The oil had a specific gravity 
| of 0.855 at 15°, and the rotatory power 
| [aJd=+69°.54 at 16°. It began to boil 
| at 175° and distilled at 179°, leaving a 
small residue. The fraction between 
175° and 177° gave limonene tetrabro- 
mide (m.p, 104° to 105°). A portion of 
| the same fraction, when treated with 
hydrochloric acid gas, gave De Luca’s 
product, namely, dipentendihydrochlor- 
ide. From these results it is concluded 
that dextro-limonene is the chief con- 
stituent of mandarin oil. Evidence was 
obtained which pointed to the 
presence of citral and citronellal in the 
undistilled residue, but a larger quan- 
tity of the oil must be worked up to 
determine this point satisfactorily. 
Culilawan oil was obtained from the 
bark of the Cinnamomum Culilawan to 
the extent of 4 per cent, by distillation 
with steam. It had a specific gravity 
of 1.051, and dissolved to a clear solu- 
tion in about three parts of 70 per cent. 
alcohol. It was found to contain 61.5 
per cent, of eugenol, when determined 
by Thomas’ method, a little methyl 
eugenol and a small quantity of inde-

finable bodies. As turpentine is the 
chief adulterant of Rosmary oil, it is 
important to ascertain definitely 


whether pinene is a natural constitu- 
ent of rosmary oil, as its presence 
might otherwise be ascribed to sophis- 
tication. For this purpose a genuine 
oil was obtained by distillation from 
the leaves, and the results of the in- 
vestigation proved that pinene—prob- 
ably a mixture of dextro- and laevo- 
piene—is its normal constituent, so 
the presence of this terpene, unless in 
considerable quantity, is no evidence of 
adulteration with turpentine oil. A 
pure oil should have a specific gravity 
above .900 at 15°; the oil itself, as well 
as the first 10 per cent. of its distillate, 
should be dextro-rotatory, and one part 
of the oil should give a clear solution 
with 0.5 part of 90 per cent and with 
10 parts of 80 per cent. alcohol. The 
essential oil from the fruit of Schinus 
molle was investigated in 1884 by Spica, 
but Gildemeister and Stephan have ob- 
tained results which are somewhat 
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The fruit yielded by distilla- 
tion 5.2 per cent. of a thin oil of 
specific gravity 0.8505, with rotatory 
power +46°.4 at 17°. It was dissolved 
in about 3.3 parts of 90 per cent. alcohol, 
and gave an intense pheliandrene re- 
action. Further examination showed 
that the greater part of the oil consists 
of phellandrene—much dextro- and lit- 
tle laevo-phellandrene—a small quan- 
tity of carvacrol, and possibly traces 
of pinene.—Archiv der Pharm.

To Distinguish Genuine Oil of 
Turpentine. 

Prussian Minister of 
Finance gives the following testing 
method for use in the Custom Houses: 
If chlorhydric acid of 1.19 specific grav- 
ity (fuming hydrochloric acid) or Eng- 
lish sulphuric acid added to oil of 
turpentine, the acids collect at the bot- 
tom of the vessel and the oil of turpen- 
tine floats on the acids. The two liquids 
do not mix, and the one is not appre- 
ciably soluble in the other. Thus it is 
that only the slight quantity of the two 
fluids contained in the bordering sur- 
faces come into contact and act upon 
one another. Hence the effects of the 
action are inconsiderable, 

But if the fluids are mixed together 
the action becomes more animated. If 
hydrochloric acid and oil of turpentine 
be used, they may be shaken diligently

in a test tube. The liquid becomes 
slightly heated. In case English sul- 


phuric acid be used, the two fluids must 
not be agitated together, because too 
violent an action and too great a rise of 
temperature would result. 


Although the action of the sulphuric 
acid is more energetic, yet the use of 
hydrochloric acid is preferable, because 
English sulphuric acid becomes also 
heated with other substances, which do 
not heat hydrochloric acid. 

If a test tube is filled with one-third 
hydrochloric acid of 1.19 specific gravity, 
adding a like volume of oil of turpen- 
tine, and the glass is closed with the 
thumb and diligently agitated five sec- 
onds, the temperature rises about 25 de- 
grees (C*) and a strong odor of cam- 
phor is perceptible. 

No chlorhydric acid of 1,19 specific 
gravity (fuming acid), being at hand, 
two-thirds of the volume of English sul- 
phuric acid may slowly be added to 
hydrochloric acid of 1.12 specific grav- 
ity (not vice versa), shaking and allow- 
ing to cool off, and this mixture may 
be used instead of the fuming hydro- 
chloric acid.—Kolonialw. Zeitung.

Care has to 
be taken, of course, that the warm 
moist air can leave the chamber quick- 
ly; if this is not done, the drying is 
naturally retarded and the air may 
even condense and drops may fall down 
upon the pigment to be dried, which 
may easily cause spots and discolora- 
tion, e. g. With chrome yellows and 
chrome greens. The easier and quicker 
this moist air reaches the atmosphere 
the easier and quicker the drying proc- 
ess will proceed. 

Not all pigments, however, can stand 
an equal temperature for drying. Thus 
English red, umber, sienna, ultrama- 
rine, green oxide or chromium, China 
clay and spar can endure a high tem- 
perature without injury. These pig- 
ments, can, therefore, be dried at a 
highhigh temperature—that is, quickly 
Other pigments, however, such as 
chrome’ yellow, Schweinfurt' green, 
Berlin blue, cinnabar salts, must dry 
slowly, if they are to remain uninjured. 
For this second category the following 
drying room is very serviceable. From 
one side of the room to the other and 
in sufficient distances from one another, 
so that the drying plates below each 
other do not touch, are placed fiat, 
horizontal iron plates, not reaching the 
opposite side entirely. Thus the two 
ends of the wall remain alternately free 
from this system of plates. The front 
and back of the drying room are 
formed by a number of iron plates, 
which at the same time serve as doors 
for the horizontal iron plates just de- 
seribed; the other two sides of the 
chamber are of masonry. It is not 
necessary that the doors should close 
air tight. Underneath the drying room 
are steam pipes, or in case of simpler 
conditions, the end of a furnace, which 
keeps a chamber hot, through which 
passes all the air that is to go through 
the drying room, This hot air now 
passes the system of iron plates above 

and beneath the moist color and absorbs 
its aqueous vapor. Through a flue on 
the upper end of the chamber it is led, 
together with the agueous vapor, into 
the free air. This drying arrangement 
works well and is economical at the

The Florida Sponge Fishery. 


Washington, Feb. 25, 1898. 

Dr. Hugh M. Smith of the United 
States Fish Commission, who has just 
returned from an inspection of the 
Florida sponge fisheries, has prepared 
an interesting paper on the production, 
mature, preservation and cultivation of 
the Florida’ sponges. Through Dr. 
Smith’s courtesy the Reporter’s corre- 









spondent is enabled to present the fol- 
lowing abstract: 
The Florida sponges are divided un- 


der five heads, including the sheep’s- 
wool, the velvet, the 


grass (two spe- 
cies), the yellow and the glove sponge. 
Varieties and grades of all these 
Sponges are recognized, but it is be- 


lieved that all are included in these gen- 
eral designations, At present more than 
Seven-eighths of the business of the 
industry carried on at Key West, 
though sponges are landed at Apalachi- 
cola, St. Marks and Tarpon Springs. 
The fishery now employs about 100 reg- 
istered vessels and 200 unregistered ves- 
sels and boats worth about $260,000, and 
manned by more than 1,400 fishermen. 
The approximate annual catch for the 
past three years has been about 300,000 
pounds, valued, as sold, at about $390,- 
000. There is considerable evidence to 
show that the annual catch is decreas- 
ing, owing to conditions set forth be- 
low. 

The best sponge, and the one which 
forms the larger portion of the annual 
catch of the Florida fisheries is the 
sheep’s-wool. While its texture is 
coarser than that of the best Mediter- 
ranean sponges it is more durable. Of 
the same species are the Eastern horse 
Sponge, the Venetian bath 
the Gherbis spunge. ‘ 

At the present time the sheep’s-wool 
sponge is found in all the Florida 
sponge grounds, its distribution being 
from Apalachicola on the west coast to 
Cape Florida on the 
though between

east coast, al- 
Charlotte harbor and 

Key West there are few known 
grounds, The best quality of sheep’s- 
wool sponges, as well as the most pro- 
ductive grounds, are to be found in the 
region of Anclote Keys and Rock 
Island. Valuable grounds also exist be- 
tween Key West and Cape Florida, 
those in the vicinity of Matecumbe Bay 
being especially important. In the 
Present condition of the sponging 
grounds, sheep’s-woolsponges are found 
in water ranging from 10 to 50 feet in 
depth, the majority being taken in 
water between 20 and 35 feet deep. Be- 
fore the grounds had been in any way 
depleted the greater portion of the 
catch was taken from a depth of less 
than 12 feet. 

An interesting question being 
discussed by spongers is whether 
sponges exist in profitable quantities in 
water more than 50 feet deep. Opinion 
is divided on this point, some experts 
holding that in deeper water sand pre- 
dominates, and the bare coralline rock 
on which the sheep's-wool especially 
grows is absent. While no reliable data 
is available it regarded as probable 
that in certain localities there are pro- 
ductive grounds beyond the present 
limits, as there is nothing in the nature 
of the sponges to prevent their inhabit- 
ing deeper water in which there is no 
reason to suppose any marked charge 
in the bottom It would of 
great importance to the sponge industry 
ff it should be found that sponges exist 
in water from 60 to 80 feet deep, for in 
addition to other considerations the 
shoaler grounds would have an oppor- 
tunity to recuperate, while the deep 
sea fisheries were being prosecuted. It 
is regarded as advisable that experi- 
ments should be made with an ap- 
paratus constructed on the principle of 
the so-called deep-water oyster tongs, 
which are so constructed as to admit of 
their being lowered with separated jaws 
until they strike the bottom, when the 
teeth approach each other, and what- 
ever is caught thereby may easily be 
hauled up. The apparatus is described 
as very simple, and is only open to the 
objection of being somewhat heavier 
than the ordinary oyster tongs and in 
deep water requires the use of a small 
Windlass attached to the mast or else- 
where on the boat by means of which 
it can be raised or lowered. The cost 
complete is about $15. 

The eagerness with which the sheeps- 
wool sponge is sought has resulted in 
fishing it very closely, and deeper and 
deeper bottom has to be resorted to in 
order to make the fisheries profitable. 
Satisfactory catches are sometimes

The most significant fact brought to 
the observer's attention with reference 
to the Florida sponge fishery is the fact 
that although it is only 45 years old the

available statistics show that there has

Indiscriminate fishing is admitted by 
all to be the chief cause of the decrease 
in the sponge supply, though some ex- 
perts claim that a portion is due to 
natural agencies. The taking of small 
sponges appears to have gone on with- 
out reference to the State law which 
has been in force for several years, and 
which forbids the sale of sponges less 
than four inches in diameter across the 
top. Although an occasional effort has 
been made to enforce the law, it seems 
to be held in contempt by fishermen, 
dealers or Sheriffs, and it is doubtful if 
the statute has saved a single under- 
sized sponge, or has proved of the 
slightest protection to the grounds. The 
fact that a is on the statute books

The short-sightedness of the present 
policy of gathering small sponges may 
be emphasized by some Interesting fig- 
In lots the small sheeps- 
wool sponges have very little value, 
and sumetimes entirely discarded 
in determining the price of a lot. The 
small sponges not sold independently 
are frequently purchased at the rate of 
twenty bunches or strings, each hold- 
ing twenty-five sponges, for $1 or $2, 
while the same sponges, if left on the 
ground six months longer, would have 
been worth $150 to $175.

were sold in Key West for $5, while 


conservative estimates indicated that if 
left down six months longer they would 
bave brought at least $390. Although the 
sponge fishers discard very few small 
sponges, it is stated on good authority 
that many thousands gathered every 
season are thrown away and never 
reach the market. It is estimated that 
if the small sponges taken from the 
Florida grounds annually were left 
down one year longer they would add 
$100,000, or about 30 per cent., to the 
value of the annual catch. 

The sponge fishermen also follow the 
short-sighted policy of fishing the 
sponge grounds too closely, evidently 
preferring to take smaller sponges than 
to extend the area covered, and as a 
result of this practice it is claimed that 
an average cargo now is only one-half 
or one-third what it was ten or fifteen 
years ago. 

A portion of the decrease in the 
sponge supply is attributed by many of 
the 


spongers to so-called “black” or 
poisonous water, the nature uf which is 
not understood, but which is said to be 


lue either to submarine volcanic dis- 
turbances or to the discharge from the 
Everglades It is not regarded as an 
important factor, however, as it rarely 


comes in a serious form oftener than 








Key West it would appear that under 
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once in ten years, the last serious vis- 
itation having been in 1878. 

From observations recently made it is 
clear that the Florida sponge fishery is 
not only capable of indefinite perpetua- 
tion, but of important development if 
proper attention is given to its protec- 










tion. The chief remedial measure de- 
manded is the enforcement of the law 





regarding the taking of small sponges. 
In reply to the question as to why the 
buyers and outfitters do not observe the 
law, it said that long as small 
sponges have any market value fisher- 
men will take them to fill out their car- 
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goes, especially when the larger ones 
ire scarce, and when the sponges are 
once landed there is no reason for the 
buyers to refuse to take them, as they 





pay very little for them. The difficulty 
seems to be that the State officials treat 
the law dead letter, and it 
serted that if the announcement should 
be made in each sponging center that 
the law would be enforced after the 
date of notice, within six months a new 
ovder of things would be firmly estab- 
lished, to the great advantage of the in- 
dustry.

unanimously regarded as too low by 
those having pecuniary interests at 





stake, and it is suggested that the limit 
be increased from 4 to 5 inches, as a 4- 
inch sponge has very little market 
value. The proposition to prohibit 
sponging on certain grounds for defined 
periods has also met with approbation, 
especially by experts, who have given 
close attention to the question. The 
United States Fish Commission a year 
ago suggested that sponging in Bis- 
cayne Bay and the Florida Keys be per- 
mitted only during a specified part of 
any period of twelve months, and that 
fishing on either the Anclote or Rock 
Islands’ grounds be allowed only once in 
any period of twenty-four months, so 
arranged that the Anclote region may 
be open to unrestricted fishing one year 
and the Rock Island grounds the next. 
The most important remedy suggested 
by the writer for arresting the decrease 
in the sponge supply is the cultivation 
of sponges from cuttings. The growing 
of sponges from clippings has passed 
the experimental stage, and from pres- 
ent indications private sponge farms 
will have become established on parts 
of the Florida coast before five years 
have elapsed. Several considerations 
are urged why the artificial growing of 
sponges should receive attention. The 
further depletion of the natural grounds 
would be partly arrested by sponge cul- 
ture, and the energies of some of the 
spongers would be diverted to rendering 
productive the now barren’ grounds. 
There are hundreds of miles of suitable 
coast line along which this work might 
be carried on, furnishing suitable em- 
ployment to a large number of people 
either independently or in connection 
with other branches of industry. The 
increased output would reduce the im- 
portations of foreign sponges, and it is 
suggested that the State of Florida 
might with propriety obtain a revenue 
from this source. The artificial propa- 
gation of sponges is not a new idea, ex- 
periments having been made in Europe 
thirty-five years ago and in Key West 



























































serious attention in the vicinity of Key 
West, where planting has begun on a 
commercial scale. The most recent ex- 
periments establish important facts, 
which may be summarized as follows: 

(1). Sponges may be cut in small 
pieces which will live and grow if they 
are properly attached in suitable water. 
They may be cut in water or on a mois- 
tened board with a knife or a fine saw. 
Care is to be exercised not to express 
the soft matter. The preferred size of 
the cutting is about an inch broad and 
a little more in height. The outer skin 
is to be retained as far as practicable. 
In cutting, the lines of the circulating 
canals should probably be considered 
although pieces cut without any refer- 
ence to the direction of the canals have 
lived and grown. 

(2). Exposure of the sponge to the air 
in making and fixing the cutting is not 
injurious unless prolonged or in very 
warm weather. This is contrary to a 
prevalent impression, but seems to be 
amply proved. Mr. Monroe, in his ex- 
periments in Biscayne Bay, found that 
clippings from sponges that had been 
exposed several hours lived and grew, 
and in the Adriatic Sea sponge cuttings 
kept out of water in a shady place for 
eight hours in February, the air tem- 
perature being 48 degrees F., took root 
when planted. It is probable, however, 





































that im the case of the larger sponges 
when removed from their element the 
weight of the contained water may 
have a crushing effect on tho soft parts 











nearly twenty years ago, while at the 
present time the matter is receiving 
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concerned in nutrition and thus retard 
growth in the clipping subsequently 
made therefrom. In a high temperature 
the sponges have a tendency to rot, 
hence the winter is regarded as the 
best time for planting. 

(3). Clippings may be made from dis- 
torted sponges having little market 
value, and will assume a symmetrical 
shape during growth, A healthy cutting 
will become firmly attached to a sur- 
face in a comparatively short time if it 
does not move. Even as short a time as 
twenty-four hours has been sufficient 
to secure attachment during the preval- 

nee of calm weather. 


(4). The possible methods of attach- 
ment are various. This is a very im- 
portant step, and probably the ideal 
practice is still to be determined. The 
things to be accomplished are: (a), to 
make the clippings fast pending the 
time when it will naturally take root; 
(b), to employ for this purpose some 
material that is not injurious to the 


sponge and will not destroy its growth; 
(c), to place the attached clippings on 
the bottom in such a way that they will 
maintain the upright position and not 
be smothered by mud, sand sedi- 
ment. The use of bamboo pegs seems 
to have given the greatest satisfaction, 
and experiments have been conducted in 
Florida in water from eight feet to less 
than one foot deep at low tide with 
good results. The rate of growth in 
these waters is very rapid, the cuttings 
attaining a marketable size in one year, 
and relatively large sponges can be de- 
pended upon in sixteen or eighteen 
months. No such results have ever been 
obtained abroad, where from five to 
seven years have been required to raise 
matured sponges.

Cinchona Cultivation in Java. 
(Continued from Feb. 21, page 27.) 
As regards the Java planters, he 

knows for certain that their conten- 
tions are based in perfect good faith, 
and since there is not the slightest rea- 
son for supposing that the contentions 
advanced by the importers not 
similarly based, it has at least become 
clear to him that a regrettable misun- 
derstanding has caused all the mis- 
chief. It is a great pity that this dis- 
covery is only now being made, but 
since the cause of the mischief has at 
length been unearthed, not a moment 
should be lost in adopting the neces- 
sary measures. 

The speaker has shared all their 
troubles with the cinchona planters; he 
knows them personally, and is perfect- 
ly competent to judge of their views. 
Well, they desire nothing better than 
that their importers should enter into 
4 bond with the directorates of cultiva- 
tion companies established in_ this 
country (Holland) to mutually consider 
and adopt all such measures as, in the 
opinion of gentlemen on this side, are 
necessary and expedient to place and 
maintain the position of the market on 
a sound basis. The report that such an 
association has been established will be 
received with acclamation in the East 
Indies (Dutch); the planters will be 
thankful that the importers have at 
length proceeded to do that which, in 
the planter’s estimation, the importers 
ought long ago to have done. The 
speaker accordingly presumes so far as 
to request the meeting with the utmost 
earnestness to act from this very mo- 
ment as though all importers could deal 
at their discretion with the parcels of 
bark consigned to them. 

The speaker is convinced that the 
risk, even supposing the Java planters 
to withhold their approval, is purely 
imaginary. None of the Java planters 
will take it amiss of their importer that 
he took the initiative himself. Far from 
it. Yes, even the planter who under or- 
dinary circumstances is prone to com- 
mand will acknowledge that, under the 
circumstances mentioned, his importer 
fulfilled a duty when he took upon him- 
self of his own accord to join the asso- 
ciation, and thereby to make a disposi- 
tion of his principal’s rights for him. 

This authoritative speech by Mr. 
Mundt could not but make a great im- 
pression upon the meeting. The assur- 
ance that our Indian friends desire to 
leave the initiative in and the regula- 
tion of co-operation to their importers 
and to the directorates of cultivation 
companies established on this side had, 
it is true, nothing in it to excite our 
astonishment; whether anything, and if 
so, what should be done to improve the 
position of the commodity in the mar- 
ket, can in any case scarcely be left to 
the judgment of planters in India! Still, 
Mr. Mundt’s statement without a doubt 
greatly surprised the importers, and 
had it not been made by a man of au- 
thority, the importers would, perhaps, 
not have felt justified in accepting it as 


are 








the settled opinion of the planters and 
in basing their decision upon it. 

Mr. Mundt’s pertinent statement, 
coupled with the exceptionally favora- 
ble circumstances in which importers 
find themselves at the present moment 
to make their influence felt in the mar- 
ket, made the committee decide to pro-

The Council’s proposal was now car- 
ried by the meeting, and the basis of 
the provisional agreement settled as 
follows:

2. The quantity of cinchona bark to 
be submitted to auction shall be de- 
termined by a committee to be appoint- 
ed by the importers. Such committee 
to consist of five persons, who shall 
consult with the importers if required, 
when difficulties crop up. The quan- 
tity to be submitted at a single auction 
shall be divided proportionately among 
the various importers, account being 
taken of non-divisibility of parcels of 
cinchona bark. Only such parcels of 
bark shall be recognized at any par- 
ticular sale as shall have been offered 
25 days previous to the sale in question. 
3. The limit below which no sale shall 
be effected shall, when required, be de- 
termined for each sale by the commit- 
tee above mentioned, if necessary in 
conjunction with individual importers. 

As members of the proposed com- 
mittee, the meeting appointed Messrs. 
J. M. W. van Dusseldorp & Co., J. A. C. 
van Leeuwen or a fellow-member of 


his fim, G. Mundt, Jonkheer W. J. P. 
van den Bosch, and Patrice Cramer;

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The {ntluenee of Gravity of Glycerine 
on the Yield of Nitro-Glycerine. 
BY W. EB. GARRIGUES. 


The commercial world’s progress 
against the use of Beaume’s hydrometer 
scale is slow but steady, and one of the 
many arts that is gradually schooling 
itself to the point of entire freedom 
from its wiles is that of the glycerine 
refiner. 

However much this advance move- 
ment is to be lauded, it nevertheless has 





its drawbacks, and as disturbers of 
commercial peace they are no mean 
ones. 

When dynamite makers begin to ask 
for quotations on glycerine, whose 
gravity they specify to the fifth decimal 
place, it is apt to rattle one’s en- 
thusiasm for the rational scale a trifle 
at least, and may perhaps even cause a 
half longing thought to stray back to 
the days of the less fine distinctions of 
Beaume’s hydrometer. 

It has become common among high 
explosive manufacturers in this coun- 
try of late, to claim of the glycerine 
producers an article above 1.262 specific 
gravity, and a recent case came under 
the writer’s notice where a_ lot was 
actually rejected because it tested only 
1.2615. 

When we consider what these differ- 
ences really mean in per cent. of glyc- 
erine lost to the buyer, the fancifulness 
of such strict requirements becomes ap- 
parent. If, on the other hand, the claim 
is put forth that it is not so much the 
loss of glycerine as the introduction of 
unnecessary and harmful water into 
the nitrating mixture that is objection- 
able, the case of the explosive maker 
is equally weak because of the utter in- 
significance of these infinitesimal 
quantities of water as compared to even 
a slight variation in the acids, the lat- 


ter being used in the proportion § of 
about 7 to 1 of glycerine. 
Just how much water a sample of 


glycerine contains can hardly be ascer- 
tained, the various experimenters 
crediting 100 per cent. glycerine with 
different gravities. The five tables usu- 
ally quoted as being the most satisfac- 


| tory are those of Lenz, Strohmer, Ger- 


lach, Nicol and Skalweit, who record 
the specific gravity of anhydrous glyc- 


erine at 15 deg. C. respectively, as 
1.2673, 1.2634, 1,2653, 1.266, 1.2650. Some 


of these were not determined at 15 deg., 
in which case the writer has applied 
Hehner’s correction of .00058 for each 
degree C. 

Choosing from this array the figures 
of Gerlach and Skalweit, partly because 
they corroborate one another through- 


out and also because Morawski had cast 


the weight of his commendation into 
the scale for them, we find our dyna- 
mite glycerine to contain 1 per cent. 
of water if its gravity lies between 
1.2625 and 1.2628, a density very seldom 
met with on the market. 

The usual product of American re- 
fineries varies in gravity from 1.2608 to 
1.2620, with 1.2615 as the common num- 
ber, while any offering below 1.2605 will 
be an exceedingly rare occurrence. By 
reference to the two tables we find that

to contain 2 per cent. of water, the 
gravity must be as low as 1.2600 to 
1.2602, so that taking the two ex- 


tremes 1.2600 to 1.2625 as representing 
without a doubt the range of variation 
in density of American dynamite glyc- 
erine, there is an extreme difference of 
only 1 per cent. in actual strength. 
It would be interesting to hear how 
many other liquid chemical industries 
attain such uniformity.

The results show conclusively that 
the small quantities of water present in 
commercial dynamite glycerine is with- 
out effect, and that at least above 97 
per cent. or 1.257 gravity the compara- 
tive value of the glycerine is exactly 
according to its percentage strength— 
provided the mixed acids are of good 
quality. Those used in the foregoing ex- 
periments had the following composi- 
tion: Sulphuric acid, 67.0 per cent,; 
nitric acid, 26.1 per cent.; hyponitric

acid, 1.9 per cent.; water, 5.0 per cent. 
The process of nitration was con- 


ducted as follows: A dropping bottle is 
filled to such a point with the sample 
of glycerine that it will have delivered 
about 25 grams when drained. This 
is weighed before and after the nitra- 
tion, the difference being the glycerine 
used. 


100 ce. of mixed acids, about 178 
grams, are placed in a dry beaker 
2% in. wide by 4% in. deep, which is 


suspended in a large porcelain dish by 
passing through a piece of stiff card- 
board. The cardboard is cut out to fit 
tightly around the beaker and is suffi- 


ciently large to completely cover the 
dish. This arrangement serves the 


double purpose of holding the nitrating 
vessel firm, and effectually preventing 
the splashing of any water into the 
acids, which would obviously be dan- 
gerous. 

Cold water allowed to circulate 
around the beaker throughout the oper- 
ation, ice being used if necessary. When 
the acids have cooled to 10° C., the ad- 
dition of glycerine is begun, drop by 
drop, but at such a rate that the tem- 
perature rises to 20 in about three min- 


is 





utes, the mixture being meanwhile 
stirred constantly with a short ther- 
mometer. The further addition is so 


regulated that the temperature remains 
between 19 and 21. When all is in and 
the mercury has fallen to 15, the beaker 
is removed from its improvised water 
jacket, wiped dry, and its contents 
transferred to a dry seperating funnel, 
the beaker being rinsed with strong 
(1.84) sulphuric acid. The separation 
will begin at once if both glycerine and 
acids are what they should be, but it is 
best to allow the mixture to stand sev- 
eral hours, when it will be perfectly 
clear below the layer of nitro-glycerine. 

The acid is now tapped off and the 
upper layer run into 200 cc. of water at 
about 15°. Stir up well, decant and re- 
peat. Finally wash through a funnel 
into a narrow measuring tube gradu- 
ated in 1-10 cc., let settle until volume 
remains constant at 15°, and take the 
reading, which, multiplied by the spe- 








cific gravity, 1.6, gives the weight of 
nitro-glycerine. 
This is the neatest manner of per- 


forming the nitrating test in the labora- 
tory, though much time may be saved 
by running the whole mixture of acids 
and nitro-glycerine, immediately after 
nitrating, into two liters of cold water, 
stirring meanwhile, then washing and 
measuring as above. This does away 
with the long wait for the clear separa- 
tion, it taking place at once on contact 
with the water. 

A comparison of the two methods has 
a. bearing on the relative merits of the 
so-called direct and indirect separation, 
or separation and drowning as it is fre- 






















































quently termed. In Germany the waste- 
ful process of drowning seems to be ob-- 
solete, but in this country many explo- 
sive works continue to enrich the rivers 
with countless tons of nitric and sul- 
phuric acids yearly, much to the com- 
fort of the acid makers. 


It is interesting to note that the 
drowning process invariably returns a 
slightly better yield than the separa- 
tion, but from the fact that in the 
former case the nitro glycerine is milky 
and opaque, as against opalescent to 
transparent in good separation, it is not 


unlikely that the apparent increased 
yield is due to contained water. The 
following comparative tests on the 


same sample of glycerine, nitrated with 
acids from the same drum, illustrate 
this difference:

It may be said, and justly, that 
difference here is no greater than the 
variation of duplicates nitrated in the 
same manner. The figures are chosen 
from a large number of trials with 
many samples of glycerine, and repre- 
sent fairly the average observed differ- 
ence. When several nitrations are 
made in each way, the average yield 
from drowning has, in the writer’s ex- 
perience, invariably been in excess of 
that obtained as the average of sepa- 
rating. It was also in every case easy 
to distinguish the product by appear- 
ance, as noted before. 

Owing to its great viscosity, the ac- 
curate determination of the _ specific 
gravity of concentrated glycerine pre- 
sents some little difficulty. The proce- 
dure employed in the writer’s labora- 
tory has been found quite satisfactory, 
and is as follows: 

The sample, 50 cc., is gently warmed 
in a wide test tube fitted with a perfo- 
rated stopper through which a thermo- 
meter passes. The bulb of the latter is 
pushed down in the glycerine and the 
tube is closed to prevent access of air. 
When no more air bubbles are visible 
in the sample it is permitted to cool 
spontaneously, finishing by immersing 
to the full depth of the liquid in water, 
kept at just 15. In the meantime cool 
an ordinary 50 grams picnometer to 
as nearly the same temperature as is 
feasible. When the thermometer regis- 
ters 15 deg. in all parts of the test tube, 
remove the stopper and pour the glyc- 
erine into the picnometer in a thin, 
steady stream not more than half the 
size of the neck opening. This can be 
easily done without any bubbles. If it 
is attempted with a bottle instead of a 
tube, it will probably fail, since any ob- 
struction over which the thick fluid 
passes, such as it meets in the shoulder 
of a bottle, is apt to cause the forma- 
tion of air bubbles. Without immersion 
in the constant temperature water, the 
results are not satisfactory.—American 
Soap Journal. °

More About Cloves. 

The present excited clove market nat- 
urally draws attention to points in re- 
gard to the article which are not 
thought of every day, and we may add 
to recent information on the subject the 
following statement from a German of- 
ficial paper. After referring to the habit 
of the clove tree it is mentioned that 
the harvest is between September and 
March, and one tree yields 4 frasilah,

or about 9 pounds of cloves. After 
plucking, the cloves are freed from 
their stalks and dried in the sun, 
whereby they lose half their weight. 


The best cloves are produced in Moluc- 
ca, the next in Amboyna, then come the 
Zanzibar and Pemba cloves. The two 
last-mentioned furnish four-fifths of 
the world’s supply. The export duty of 
25 per cent. on cloves yields Zanzibar a 
revenue of £27,000 a year. It is esti- 
mated that the world’s consumption of 
cloves is 30,000 bales annually (sic), 
Europe taking 45:6 per cent. of Zanzi- 
bar’s production, India 43.1 per cent., 
America 10.7 per cent., and Africa 0.3 
per cent. The German authority natur- 
ally comments upon the overproduction 
of cloves in view of these figures, and 
has no doubt mixed up this year’s crop, 
30,000 to 40,000 bales, with ‘‘der Jahres- 
bedarf der Welt.’”” Here we may paren- 
thetically remark that, if the export 
duty of 25 per cent. yields £27,000, then 
the gross value of the cloves is £108,000; 
to this add duty £27,000, and- freight 
£15,000; altogether £150,000. So that 
the average value of cloves of recent 
years being about 24d. per pound, and 
the value of the bale, 130 pounds, being 
25s., 120,000 bales must, by this calcula- 
tion, have been exported. London, Ham- 
burg, and Marseilles are the European 
ports to which cloves are mostly sent, 
and the Hamburg imports are steadily 
ncreasing.—Chemist and Druggist. 














Ten years ago the Bulgarian Sobranje 
enacted a law prohibiting the importa- 
tion of Indian oil of geranium and simi- 
lar otto of rose adulterants into the 
country. This has not prevented smug- 
gling of such oils, but the efforts made 
by the police to stop smuggling seem to 
have been so successful as to somewhat 
embarrass dealers in otto who rely as 
much upon imports as upon the Balkan 
rose gardens for their supplies. They 
have, therefore, recently put forward a 
Mr. Tchakaloff, a gentleman in no way 
connected with the rose industry, to tell 
his fellow countrymen how inimical it 
is to their welfare that they are not al- 
lowed to make otto of rose at any price 
which the purchaser may desire, while 
the impossible Turk may and does do it. 


Mr. Tchakaloff has advocated the re- 
peal of the geranium oil prohibition 


act in an article published in the Pomi- 
nak, the leading Sofia journal of com- 
merce, and we note, with some surprise, 
that Mr. Atanassoff, one of the heads of 
the Department of the Ministry of Com- 
merce, has supported Mr. Tchakaloff’s 
suggestion in a communication to the 
same paper. This extraordinary move 
on the part of Mr. Atanassoff is an 
exact reversal of the position which the 
Bulgarian Government authorities have 
held during the past ten years on the 
otto question. They have been active 
up to within the last six months in seiz- 
ing geranium oil when they found it 
where it should not be, and their at- 
tempts to pass a more stringent law 
seemed to indicate that they were de- 
termined to uproot otto sophistication. 
No further back than May last they 
had such a new law under considera- 
tion, but some strong influences from 
the sophisticators’ side have since been 
brought to bear upon them, if Mr. Atan- 
assoff now expresses the official view. 
Following upon his letter came a strong 
rejoinder from Messrs. Shipkoff & Co., 
whose letter is too long for us to reprint 
in full, but the ‘otto’ of it is in the 
following excerpt: 


“Mr. Tchakaloff and Mr. Atanassoff 
are mistaken if they really believe that 
the Government has done wrong in pro- 
hibiting the importation of geranium 
oil into the country. All the facts af- 
firm the very opposite. The rose in- 
dustry is not a new industry in our 
country. It has existed for over a cen- 
tury and a half. If at the beginning it 
developed with great rapidity, and in a 
very short time stifled the old demoral- 
ized Asiatic and African producing 
markets, this was due to the purity and 
excellence of Bulgarian otto. It was 
the measure of the Government ten 
years ago that saved- our rose industry 


from utter corruption, and preserved 
most of our rose-producing villages 


from the demoralizing influence of the 
pedlars of refined geranium oil. Before 
the prohibition of the importation of 
geranium oil into the country there 
were only 6,000 acres of gar- 
dens, while the acreage to-day has in- 
creased to nearly 14,000, and the plant- 
ing of new rose gardens is continually 
on the increase. Before this prohibi- 
tory measure, the price of our otto had 
fallen in Bulgaria down to 600f. to 800f. 
per kilo., although in years of poor 
crops it realized prices as high as 1,000f. 
per kilo.; while during the last seven or 
eight years our otto, in spite of the in- 
creased production, has commanded 
prices ranging from 900f. to 1,500f. per 
kilo. Before the importation of gera- 
nium oil was prohibited, the reputation 
of the Bulgarian otto of rose had fallen 
to its lowest ebb. Almost all in the 
consuming markets believed that every- 
body in Bulgaria, whether growers or 
exporters, freely adulterated the otto of 
rose, and pure otto did not exist; but 
since then Bulgarian otto has enjoyed 
a high reputation, and the demand is 
continually on the increase. If we now 
possess twice the acreage of rose plan- 
tations, and the industry is continually 
on the increase; if at present our rose 
enjoys a good reputation and com- 
mands a fair price,¢from 800f. to 1,500f., 
according to the yield of each annual 
crop; if to-day there are many scores 
of rose-growing villages wholly pre- 
served from the use of adulterants— 
and there are hundreds of growers who 
never tamper with their products—and 


rose 


thus enables Bulgarian exporters with 
Western ideas to export and supply 
the consumers with pure otto, and 


thereby raise the standard and reputa- 
tion of our otto and increase its con- 
sumption—all this is due to the wise 
prohibitory measure which our Govern- 
ment took ten years ago. If this meas- 
ure was strictly carried out, and the se- 
eret contraband importation of gera- 
nium was made a criminal offense, the 
beneficial results from the Govern- 














These are facts which bear no contra- 
diction.”’ | 

This communication seems to have | 
settled the matter, and for the present | 
no more will be heard of the repeal bill. 
Bulgaria should be thankful. Messrs. 
Shipkoff are slightly optimistic in re- 
gard to the reputation of their coun- 
try’s produce, because adulteration of 
the otto has never actually ceased 
there, and as long as that goes on, so 
long will the whole of Bulgarian otto of 
rose be liable to suspicion. That, in- 
deed, is their argument. It has been 
computed that even under the best con- 
ditions hitherto obtaining one-third of 
the annual product has been admittedly 
adulterated during the distilling pro- 
and it is possible that some of 
the rest may also be. Still, that leaves 
a good margin of unsophisticated stuff 
available, and if the handlers of it per- 
sist in their efforts to prevent adultera- 
tion they will do good service to their 
own country as well as to the perfum- 
ery trade of the world.- We cannot get 
along without pure otto of roses, and 
since science has enabled us, independ- 
ent of the nose, to tell with fair accu- 
racy what is pure and what is not, the 
determination of perfumers to buy otto 
of rose and oil of geranium separately 
will become stronger, and Bulgarian 
distillers and dealers will find it entirely 
to their interests to meet that view, and 
leave geranium oil severely alone.— 
Chemist and Druggist.

LINSEED OIL.—There is a great de- 


mand reported by both crushers and 
brokers. For spot delivery the inquiry 


varies from five barrel lots to carloads, 
with some preference for oil in jobbing 
quantities. Nominally, quotations 
main unchanged—40 cents for round 
lots. Practically, the break in the East 
has exerted a reflex influence, the indi- 
rect influence being perceptible in a 
slightly (although scarcely appreciably) 
easier tone. As a rule, however, West- 
ern crushers cherish faith in the future 
of both the crude material and the by- 
product. Hence—in this market—there 
is discernible no disposition to sacrifice 
profits in a scramble for trade as wild 
as it is likely to prove profitless. For 
the first time in years Western mills 
seem to be a unit, and that, too, in the 
absence of any combination, either ex- 
or implied, Local inquiry is 
seasonably good—better far than it was 
a year ago. As to Western stocks, it is 
not so easy to predicate an assertion, 
but there is reason to believe that they 
are not so large as they were a year 
ago. 

FLAXSEED.—The official figures rel-

This week’s bulletin of the registrar 
showed local in public storage 
to be practically the same as the week 
before, the only change being a reduc- 
tion of 1,070 bushels In the quantity of 
regular No. 1.

gross, against 124, 103, 146 and 103 tons 


in the foregoing four years. The de- 
liveries in January were 41 tons 
against 90, 72, 55 and 55 tons in the 
foregoing four years.

What with the war scare and a bear 
Wall Street stock market, together with 
sharp competition among the various 
domestic makers of alkali, it is no won- 
der that chemicals are weak and de- 
pressed; and yet,

far West. Caustic soda, domestic, has 
been further reduced, and the same has 
been done with bicarb soda. Salt cake 
is dull and. hard to sell. Bleaching 
powder is the only article on the list 
Which holds its own, Brimstone is 
higher, both here and abroad. Nitrate 
of soda on the Spot is well controlled, 
and prices in consequence are tending 
upward. Chlorate of potash is weak 
and depressed. Arsenic of the better 
grades is steady, and the same may be 
said of blue vitriol. Cream of tartar 
and other acids are all steady and meet- 
ing with the usual demand incident to 
this season of the year. In their letter 
under date Liverpool Feb. 15, Messrs. 
Jos. P. Brunner & Co. say: 

“The market for heavy chemicals is 
steady in tone, but there is a lack of 
animation all round. Although there 
does not appear to be much inducement 
for new concerns to start in the heavy 
chemical line at present fresh enter- 
prises are talked of, and the prospectus 
of a new company called the Anglo- 
American Finance Syndicate, limited, 
has recently been issued, which has 
under consideration, among other 
proposals, the formation of a company 
to establish an alkali works at your 
side, in the State of Kansas. Some 
little stir has been caused here to-day, 
on the announcement by the Salt 
Union, limited, of a dividend on their 
preference stock for the twelve months 
ending Dec. 31 last, at the rate of 14 
per cent. As this compares with 7 per 
cent. for the previous twelve months, 
and being very much under expecta- 
tions, the stock has had a severe drop, 
from £7 15s. to £65s. Soda ash is main- 
tained in price, owing to the combina- 
tion, but the demand is only moderate. 
We quote spot range for tierces, as to 
market, as follows: Leblanc ash, 48 
per cent., £4 10s. to £4 15s. per ton; 58 
per cent., £4 15s. to £5 per ton, net 
cash. Ammonia ash, 48 per cent., £4 
to £4 5s. per ton; 58 per cent., £4 5s.

Soda 
crystals find a fairly ready sale, and £2 
lis.

Caustic soda 
is not active, but makers are busy with 
deliveries on contracts made previous- 
ly and prices are maintained. We 
quote spot range, as to market, as fol- 
lows, 60 per cent., £6 5s. to £6 10s. per 
ton; 70 per cent., £7 5s. to £7 10s. per 
ton net cash; 74 per cent., £8 to £8 5s.

Bleaching powder 
quiet and hardwood is quoted at £6 to 
£6 5s. per ton, net cash, as to destina- 
tion, while unbarred makes are scarce. 
Chlorate of potash shows no signs of 
revival up to the present and 314d. per 
pound is nominal spot quotation. Bi- 
carb soda is moving off to a fair ex- 
tent, at £6 15s. per ton, less 2% per 
cent. for the finest quality in one cwt.

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To Punish Fraudulent Debtors. 


The New York Credit Men’s Asso- 
ciation is actively interested in the bill 
introduced in the Assembly on Tues- 
day last by James B. Perkins, amend- 
ing Section 544 of the Penal Code. 
The association is strongly in favor of 
the bill. Mr. H. Schieffelin Sayers, at- 
torney for the association’s Legislative 
Committee, when questioned recently 
in reference to the measure said: 

“Section 544 of the Penal Code now 
provides that a purchase of property 
by means of a false pretense is not 
criminal where the pretense relates to 
the purchaser’s means or ability to pay, 
unless the pretense is in writing and 
signed by the party to be charged. 
Mr. Perkins proposes three changes in 
this, the first of which provides that it 
shall be criminal where the pretense 
is signed either by the party to be 
charged or by his agent with his knowl- 
edge and acquiescence. This is in line 
with a recent amendment of the Civil

ment equally with a similar statement 
by his principal. This is a desirable 
amendment for the reason that false 
statements whereby goods are obtained 
on credit are very frequently signed 
by the bookkeeper or manager instead 
of the principal. Hence the latter who 
isthe really guilty party often escapes 
well merited punishment by the clever 
trick of having his agent sign in his 
place. He admits the falsity of the 
statement, but snaps his fingers in the 
ereditor’s face. 

The second amendment provides that 
a published signed statement of one’s 
means or ability to pay coming to the 
knowledge of the vendor shall have the 
same force and effect as a signed state- 
ment made to him. This and the suc- 
ceeding amendment are merely declara- 
tory of the law as it stands at present, 
but as there is considerable confusion 
about this subject constantly arising in 
practice, it was considered well to have 
it settled. This amendment is meant to 
meet the case where a buyer comes 
into the market, makes a long false 
written statement to one firm and re- 
fers all others to that house. So where 
a false written statement is made to a 
mercantile agency this amendment 
would strike. 

“The third amendment is also declar- 
atory of the present law as it is held 
by the best authorities. It provides 
that where a man makes a written 
statement which declares on its face 
that it is for the purpose of securing 
continuous credit, and in reliance on 
the statement such continuous credit 
is granted, then if the statement is 
false, not merely the first purchase, as 
is sometimes claimed, but every pur- 
chase on the strength of that false 
statement for a reasonable time shall 
be considered a larceny.” 

The amendments are wanted. The 
present section cloaks more fraud than 
any other restriction on evidence in our 
law. Who ever hears of a conviction 
for fraud? Yet losses by false state- 
ments are constant and most exas- 
perating.

Notes on Cinchona Bark. 


Another Java cinchona planter has is- 
sued a manifesto to the cinchona plant- 
ers generally, in which he points out 
the necessity of supporting the Ban- 
doeng quinine works by giving to that 
factory at least 15 per cent. of their 
yearly bark output to manufacture, 
The rest may be sent to Europe for 
sale, but the 15 per cent. is to be re- 
garded as a kind of insurance premium 
in order to insure a fair unit price and 
reasonable profit upon the remaining 85 
per cent. The existence of the Ban- 
doeng works will then be assured; its 
yearly output will be about 35,000 kilos, 
quinine sulphate, and at any time when 
the European makers are trying to put 
on the screw, or the unit threatens to 
sink under a fair level, the Java people 
can send more of their bark to Ban- 
doeng, and.thus force the European 
makers to pay higher prices. He ridi- 
cules the idea that any benefit can re- 
sult from co-operation between the 
planters and the brokers in Amsterdam, 
Cinchona bark is an article for which 
there are only eight or nine possible 
buyers, and which can therefore be 
more easily manipulated by such a ring 
as now exists than any other. He does 
not believe that the threatened estab- 
lishment of a quinine factory in Java 
by the European quinine makers will 
ever be realized, and says that they are 
so eager to control the Java output that 
in 1894 they proposed to contract for the 
whole bark supply of the island for 
five years ahead at a unit of 5c. per half 
kilo. 

Mr. Van Overzee of Amsterdam has 
worked out some interesting figures on 
the average percentage of sulphate of 
quinine sold in the bark during the past 
seven years, from which we quote the 
following statement of the kilos of bark 
of the respective percentages:

The amount of bark has increased 
from 2,073,389 kilos. containing 77,060 
kilos quinine sulphate in 1889 to 4,977,- 
182 kilos containing 263,421 kilos of 
quinine sulphate in 1896 (last year the 
figures were less—viz., 4,849,739 and 264,- 
000 kilos). There was a good demand 
last year for Succirubra bark on the 
part of manufacturers who wanted it 
for cinchonidine; prices went up, and 
broken quill was dearer than bold un-
